ABOLISH THE DISPENSARIES, HE SAYS 


Thia Is the Main Plank in His Piatform. 
Hostility tothe Ring Is His Slogan. 
Counts on the Conservative Vote. 


Columbia, S. C., September 7.—(Special.)— 
Dr. Samson Pope has again entered the 
gubernatorial list and will give John Gary 
Evans a hot contest for the governorship 
when the ballots fall in November. “True 
democracy and ahti-dispensary”’ are on the 
banner that he hoisted here today. 

Dr. Pope has issued an address to the 
democratic voters of the state, in which he 


says: 

“I understand that one of the ring said 
to a gentleman a few days ago, speaking of 
me. ‘He shall never hold office again.’ 
Chagrined at my exposure of ring methods 
now practiced, and at my checkmating him 
py refusing to go into his trap at the first 
and second primary, he thus vents his 
spleen. 

“I belleve that the offices belong to the 
people and not to any individual or set of 
individuals. I shall, therefore, be a candi- 
date for governor at the general clection. 
The last killing at Blackville has convinc- 
ed me that we can never have peace in 
this state so long as the dispensary law 
is upon the statute books. 

“I shall, therefore, run as an anti-dispen- 
sary candidate and in favor of true de- 
mocracy. 

“Let the people decide at this ejection 
whether or not a few men shall dictate who 
shall be passed in the interest of jeace 
and harmony and good goverament. 

“At this election a ballot can be cast di- 
rectly for the man of the people’s choice. 
Let the people rise up as one man and see 
to it that there shall bé a fair count.”’ 

It will be remembered that Dr. Pope can- 
vassed the state as a reform candidate for 
goverrer, but refused to submit his claims 
to a reform convention, and later withdrew 
iis pledge to stand in the recent democratic 
primary, alleging that the methods used 
were not democratic. The doctor was an 
original reformer, so much so that the “old 
ring crowd,” as they. were called, used to 
speak of him as a “three-for-a-quarter 
Statesman.”” For years he was Tillman's 
lieutenant, and it is even said that Senator 
Irby thought so much of him as to try to 
make him stay with him in Washington.

low democrats of the union and have

A Call to Political Arms. 

“Whereas, The democratic masses of the

constituted committee (only claiming to rep- 
resent a faction of a faction) to assume 
control of the party management, and in 
the most fragrant and offensive manner to 
disfranchise thousands of true democrats;

“Whereas, A ring has been organized and 
is exercising most arbitrary and tyranical 
power to the utter subversion of the will 
of the people, and thereby depriving them of

“Resolved, That we, as true, loyal and 
uncompromising democrats, repudiate the 
third party tpatform repeatedly (and at the 
recent August. state convention of the fac- 
tion now in power), forced upon our party, 
and hereby pledge our continued allegiance 
to true democratic principles as enunciated 
at the last national democratic convention.

Pharmacists Think There Are Too 
Many Colleges of Short Terms. 
Asheville, N. C., September 7:—There is a 
feeling among the druggists in attendance 
at the forty-second annual convention of 
the American Pharmaceutical Association 
that some steps should be taken to regulate 
the colleges of pharmacy in the country. 
It is claimed that too many colleges turn 
out graduates after ten months’ courses 
and the thinking druggists claim that this 
short term of study is absurd anil they 
claim that at least four years of study in 
school and drug stores is necessary to a 
thorough knowledge of pharmacy. This 
idea was introduced by C. 8S. N. Hollsberg, 
of Chicago. The matter is still under dis- 
cussion, but a committee will probably be 
appointed to try to get the colleges to agree 
to make the changes. The pharmacists

The idea is ‘prevalent that if 
the district committee tomorrow passes a 
rule requiring voters in the primary to 
swear they will support Breckinridge if he 
is the nominee, that Owens will withdraw 
from the primary and make the race 


against Breckinridge as an independent 
candidate.

FIRES STILL RAGE. 


How They Are Threatening Villages 
- Near St. dobns. 


MORE. TOWNS MAY 3E DBSPROYED 


People Are Hurrying Away from 
Their Homes to Safer Places. | 


GROPS RUINED AND TRAINS STOPPED 


Indians Perish in the Flames—Couriers 
Finé Many Dead Bodies—None Es- 
‘caped So Far as Known.

St. Johns, N. B., September 7.—Forest fires 
are still raging for several miles outside this 
city. Already the damage has been great 
and several villages are in danger. Yes- 
terday thetrain which runs from S8t. 
Stephens and Calias was over three hours 
late in getting here because of the fires. 
It arrived at Lepreaux, a station about 
twenty miles from here, just in time for 
the train hands to save the railroad bridge, 
which had caught from the woods. The foot 
bridge at Lepreaux was destroyed, and the 
people are crossing the river in teams, the 
- water being only about three feet deep. 
Three dwellings and several barns were 
burned there yesterday afternoon, and at 
last accounts, others were in danger. The 
woods on both sides of the. track from 8t. 
George to Spruce Lake ard on fire, and it 
is doubtful if trains will be able to run 
through the district. The loss to crops 
through Charlotte and St. Johns counties 
will be enormous. The fire is rapidly work- 
ing its way towards the suburbs of this 
city, and unless the wind changes the re- 
Sults will be disastrous. Fire has passed the 
woods on the Manawagonish road, just pe- 
yond the city limits, and destroyed a 
house, a large barn and several outbuildings. 
This city is enveloped in smoke. 


Twenty-Three Dead Indians. 
Pokegama, Minn., September 7.—A courter 


brings a report that the bodies of twenty- 
three Chippewa Indians—bucks, squaws and 


papooses—lie upon the sands between here 
and Opstead, & small settlement on the 
eastern shores of Lake Mille Lac. They are 
scattered over ten miles of country and 
will in all probability prove food for buz- 
zards and wolves, as the country where 
they Me is too far from civilization for 
burial ceremonies. 

The Indians left their reservation two 
months ago and built a hunting lodge along 
one of the forks of Shadridge creek. Chief 
Wascouta was the big chief of the party 
and he perished with his followers. The 
first body found by the courier was that of 
an infant barely a year old. Then came 
those of two squéws and five children. They 
had evidently turned west when the fires 
swept throygh the-forest. A ride of a mile 
brought him to a pile of ashes, which 
marked the site of the hunting camp. There 
was one tepee, the shriveled rawhide thongs 
marking the place where it stood. Around 
it were the ruins of a half-dozen birch 
wood bark shanties, protruding from the 
ashes were the fused barrels of rifles and 
shotguns. Then for five miles the pathway 
was lined with charred Bodies. The courier 
counted twenty-three. 


HEARING THE EVIDENCB 


In the Contempt Cases—Objections to 
Certain Testimony. 

Chicago, September 7.—Just before court 
adjourned for the day in the American 
Railway Union cases Attorney W. W. Er- 
win, on behalf of the defense, made an im- 
passioned speech objecting to the introduc- 
tion of testimony showing mob violence, 
on the ground that it would tend to create 
a public sentiment against the defendants, 
and that this sentiment might = infiu- 
ence the court to strain a point and punish 
them because of public outcry. The court 
in reply assumed all responsibility. Mr. 
Erwin's plea came as a dramatic climax in 
a day of sensations. 

An attempt was made by counsel for the 
government to compel the defendants fo 
produce their documents, records, tele- 
grams and private correspondence. Attor- 
ney Erwin, as soon as he learned of this 
intention, asked the court to rule on the 
question of the defendants being com- 
pelled to obey such a subpoena. 

Judge Woods said he was inclined to 
think that the defendants need not produce 
their private documents, but decided to hear 
from the prosecution next Tuesday. 

Several witnesses testified to the inter- 
ruption of traffic and intimidation. To all 
such testimony the defense entered an ob- 
jection on the ground that the officers and 
dirctors of the American Railway Union 
were not responsible for the acts of the 
mobs. 

Mr. Erwin created a mild sensation by ob- 
jecting to the testimony of the first witness, 
F. L. Krieger, of Millwaukee, on the 
ground that he might be one of the men 
indicted by a federal grand jury for some 
offense during the strike, ‘I understand,”’ 
gaid Mr. Erwin, “that a number of men 
who have been indicted have been sub- 
poenaed to testify in this case. This man 
may be one of them.” 

The witness assured the court that he had 
not been indicted and’ was allowed to pro- 
ceed. The court ruled, nowever, that men 
who were indicted might be put on the 
stand, but could not be compelled to give tes- 
timony incr=tiating themselves. 


NORTH CAROLINA NEWS. 


A Negro Discloses Where He Had 
$20,000 Hid. 

Raleigh, N. C., September 7.—(Special.)—

IN OLE VIRGINIA, 


| Democratic Leaders Confer and De- 
cide on Thorough Organization. 

Richmond, Va., September 7.—(Special.)— 
The state democratic committee formally 
opened the congressional canvass in Vir- 
ginia by holding a four hours’ conference 
here tonight to rec@ive reports from the 
several districts, discussing the situation 
and laying plans for the campaign. Five 
mémbers of the executive ,twenty-seven of 
the state committee, and six nominees for 
These latter were 


H. St. George Tucker, tenth district; W. 
A. Jones, first district; S. S. Turner, sev- 
enth district; Claude A. Swanson, fifth dis- 
trict; Peter J. Otey, sixth district; Taze- 
well Ellett, third district. Congressman 
D. Gardiner Tyler, of the second district, 
was also present. The convention for this 
district will meet on Wednesday’ next, and 
that of the fourth district in Petersburg 
the same day. The two candidates in the 
fourth are ex-Governor P. W. McKinney 
and Mr. W.’R. McKinney, of Petersburg. 

Chairman Ellyson, in opening the session, 
said he ‘had recently been over the state 
and he added that the situation has steadi- 
ly improved during the last thirty days., He 
bh believed that with the co-operation of the 
committee, organization and work, the dem- 
ocrats would win. In this, as in all other 
campaigns; however, nothing should be tak- 
en for granted. Reports from the districts, 
each of which had three speakers, were in 
the main satisfactory. More or less apathy 
was reported in the second and seventh and 
there was no concealment of the fact that 
it will take very thorough organization and 
hard work to win in the sixth, where Ma- 
jor Otey is the nominee. This, viewed from 
a democratic standpoint, is regarded as the 
most doubtful section of the state. Major 
Otey says he thinks he will pull through 
safely by a hard fight. He recognizes that 
the combination against him is a very 
strong one. 

All of the nominees and the members of 
the committee say that the new tariff bill 
gives satisfaction where it is well under- 
stcod, The consensus of opinion was that 
the campaign must be one of education, 
thorough organization and close, hard work. 
Mr. Jones said his people are pretty solid 
in the first. Mr. Tyler thinks the party's 
nominee will be elected in the second, where 
the apathy is being somewhat overcome. 
Very little doubt was expressed about the 
fourth and fifth. Mr. Turner said his peo- 
ple, realizing that the full republican vote 
will be cast in the seventh, will arouse and 
win. The eighth and tenth were consider- 
ed reasonably safe, and ex-Attorney Gener- 
al Ayers said Morrison will certainly be 
victorious in the ninth.

CHANGED THEIR TACTICS. 


Dispensary Constables Are Not So 
Anxious as Formerly. 
Greenville, 8S. C., September 7.—(Special.)— 
Greenville is now under the rule of three 
dispensary constables, Workman, Langston 
and Ehelburg. There is a marked difference 
in the conditions now that the constables 
wear badges and the time when no badges 
were worn. The three constables are on 
pleasant terms with the people generally 
and also with all suspects. Several places 
have been raided this week and there has 
| been no difficulty. Fork and Edel, whose 
places were raided last week, were tried 
before a justice today, indicted under the 
dispensary act for keeping places where 
liquors were sold and drank. Fork was ‘sent 
up to a higher court for trial and the case 
of Edel continued until tomorrow. It is 
probable that he will also be sent up. There 
seems to be very little interest in these 
cases from the fact that the supreme court 
will decide the constitutionality of the 
law at an early date. Schades’ saloon was 
raided this morning.

Suspicious Cases of Sickaess in a Ship’s 
Crew at Baltimore. 


EVERYTHING POINTS T0 YELLOW JACK 


Strict Precautions Are Being Taken 
to Keep Cholera Out. 


IT IS SPREADING IN EUROPE 


The Disease Seems to Be Widely Spread 
Over the Continent, but Rages in 
Austria and Germany: 


Baltimore, Md., September 7.—The Brit- 
ish steamer Tyzack, Captain Weppener, 
which arrived from Havana August 3ist, 
was removed to quarantine today for in- 
spection. One of her crew has died and 
three others are suffering with what ap- 
pears to be yellow fever. Last Saturday 
Fireman George Herman was taken ill. He 
complained of headdche, backache, general 
lassitude and nausea. He was removed to 
the Maryland general hospital and died on 
Tuesday. On Monday Seaman John Wil- 
son was attacked and on Wednesday two 
other members of the crew, Chief Engineer 
Poole and Donkey Enginemah Watson, be- 
came ill, all showing symptoms similar to 
those of Herman. They were taken to the 
Maryland general hospital, but were re- 
moved today to the quarantine hospital 
and the remaining members of the crew, 
some of whom had been given shore leave, 
were placed on board the vessel and quar- 
antined at Hawkins’s Point. The vessel 
left Havana on August 25th. She arrived 
at Cape Charles quarantine station ten 
days later and was passed by those in 
charge. When she reached the local quar- 
antine on August 3lst she was again over- 
hauled and all on board seemed to be in 
sound health. She was permitted to come 
up to the harbor. She was docked at Lo- 
cust Point, and the work of loading coal 
for Ceinfuegos was at once begun. Her 
crew numbered twenty-two men and she 
came in ballast. 


SPREAD OF THE CHOLERA. 


Most of the Mediterranean Ports Quar- 
antined Against Marseilles. 

Washington, September 7.—The officials of 
the marine hospital service display undis- 
guised anxiety as to the continued spread of 
cholera in Europe and a fear that the 
United States might not be able to escape 
the plague unless the most strenuous pre- 
cautionary measures are taken at every 
point. The latest reports in regard to the 
Bavarian, who died at Cumberland, Md., 
are regarded as not conclusive or satisfac- 
tory by any means. 

A ten days’ report of Surgeon Fatrfax Tr- 
vin, of the marine hospital serivce, dated 
from Glasgow, Scotland, August 22d, which 
has just been printed, states that the period 
covered by the report has beén character 
ized by a marked spread of the disease, 
especially in: Austria, Hungary, Germany 
and Holland, which is greater than could 
have been expected and in excess of that 
which obtained last year. 

It is extremely difficult to obtain reHable 
information from France or Belgium. An 
informer, for example, from Marseilles has 
for some time past been under suspicion, al- 
though the existence of cholera there is 
strenuously denied by the authorities. Late 
last week a fatal attack occurred at Bor- 
deaux in the person of one who had come 
from Marseilles within-the previous forty- 
eight hours. Marseilles must be regarded 
as a place where true cholera is existing, 
especially as most of the ports of the Medi- 
terranean have now quarantined against it. 

Cholera Report from Europe. 

St. Petersburg, September 7.—Cholera is 
raging in the’ town and province of Nijni 
Novgorod. In Russian Poland there are 
5,000 fresh cases of cholera and 2,500 deaths 
from that disease, on an average per week. 

Amsterdam, September 7.—Three fresh 
cases of cholera were reported here today. 
At Maestricht, Zaandam, Kralingen and 
Albalasadam, respectively, one death from 
cholera has qccurred. 

Lnodon, September 7.—A dispatch to The 
Standard from Vienna says that there were 
174 new cases of cholera and 111 deaths 
from that disease reported in Galicia and 
Bukowina yesterday. 


TO BUY CHILEAN SHIPS. 


China Said to Be Making Arrange- 
ments for War Vessels. 


London, September 7.—It is reported that 
the Chinese government has arranged to 
purchase half of the vessels comprised in 
the Chilean navy. 

A Yokohoma dispatch says that Marshal 
Yamagata started for Corea Thursday, to 
assume command of the JapanéSe army in 
that country. It is said that the Japanese 
forces in Corea will soon number 100,000, 


Japanese Occupying an Island. 


London, September 7.—A dispatch from 
Shanghai says it is stated there that a 
strong force of Japanese troops have oc- 
cupied an island in Society. Day, northwest 
of Port Arthur. This island is a base of 
operations: The Chinese were taken com- 
pletely by surprise and, consequently, were 
able to offer no opposition to the occupation 
of the island or the landing of large quan- 
tities of arms, ammunition, provisions, etc., 
which are being stored there. Everything 
connected with the affair indicates the pur- 
pose of the Japanese to stand a siege, if 
necessary, unfil the force occupying the 
island shall have been reinforced sufficiently 
to justify an attack upon Port Arthur.

The anti-prohibitionists when approached 
~ the question simply smile and say noth- 
ng, 
say openly that they believe such a move- 
ment is on foot, and that they are ready 
to meet the enemy and score the third con- 
secutive prohibition victory. in Clarke. 

If another election is held in Clarke 
county, under the law, the-legislature will 
have to grant the people’ here-the right to 
vote on the question of the sale of liquor. 
It is said that a bill is being prepared to 
present. to the «general assembly asking 
this right. Hon. W. J. Morton, the demo- 
cratic nominee for the senate from this 
district, is anti-prohibition in’ his views, 
while Hon. Thomas 8S. Mell, the nominee 
for the house from Clarke, is-strictly pro- 
hibition in his views. Each of these gen- 
tlemen, however, oppose the ‘agitation of 
the question unless a majority of the peo- 
ple desire it. 

The first fight will, of course,.come be- 
fore the legislature on the passage of the 
bill to give Clarke county another elec- 
tion, and it will doubtless be contested with 
great vigor. 

Should the bill pass then the election 
would come on and would be one of the 
hottest ever waged in Clarke county. 
Clarke went dry in 1885 by 575 majority, 
and in 1891 prohibition carried the day by 
ll majority. 

Then it was that the dispensary was in- 
augurated, from which the South Carolina 
legislature drew its ideas in the framing 
of the dispensary law for the Palmetto 
State. The dispensary has netted the city 
over $9,000 annually since its establishment. 

If the fight should come there will doubt- 
less be three factions—one for barrooms, 
‘one for the dispensary and one for straight 
prohibition. The prohibitionists would set- 
tle the last two and combine their strength. 

Those Resignations. 

The resignations of the three dispensary 
commissioners, Messrs. A. E. Griffith, R. 
K. Reaves and A. 8. Erwin, as chronicled 
in today’s Constitution, occasioned a greaf 
deal of talk, as it was quite a surprise. 

There was no reason assigned, except that 
they had served the full term of three 
years and wished to retire. That is the 
true reason, and each commissioner ex- 
presses hvmself as thoroughly satisfied 
with the workings of the dispensary, and 
that it is the solution of the whisky ques- 
tion. A. general regret is expressed that 


these gentlemen resigned, as they had 
filled their offices most efficiently and sat- 


isfactorily. The council elects their suc- 
cessors Monday. Prominent among those 
named fdr the place are Messrs. E. J. 


Smith, C. W. Baldwin, Julius Cohen, A. H. 
Hodgson, G.- A. Mell and P. Funkenstein. 

The meéting of the council Monday will 
be an interesting one on this account.

These acts of the republican party 
Tesulted in so lessening the volume of 
money of final redemption as to decrease 
the price of all commodities, increase the 
burden of all debtors and impair the con- 
fidence of the people in the power of the 
government and of banking institutions to 
redeem their outstanding obligations. A 
law and a practice which allows a citizen 
to pay his obligations to the government in 
silver and at the same time permits him 
to demand of the government gold in re- 
demption of its obligations is manifestly 
unreasonable and unjust, and in the nature 
of the case must impair confidence and 
tend to produce panic. 

This is sound democratic doctrine, and 
it will meet the approval of the rank 
and file of the democracy, not only in 
Georgia, but throughout the country. It 
is Just such talk as this that will save 
the democratic party. Speaker Crisp 
has the full confidence of the democracy 
of Georgia and of the country.

A Northern Farmer’s Testimony. 

Northern farmers who desire to learn 
Something about the south should read 
a letter written by Mr. J. H. Hale, of 
South Glastonbury, Conn., to his local 
paper. 

Mr. Hale is making a visit to his great 
fruit farm in Houston .county, in this 
state. He says in his letter that he was 
tired of the heat and dust of a northern 
summer when at the end of July he 
started south. The change was refresh- 
ing. Below Washington there were no 
signs of drought and all across the Car- 
olinas and Georgia he found the crops 
looking better than he bad ever seen 
them. Of the situation at Fort Valley 
he says: 

There has been lots of rain here for a 
month past, and the place looks finely. 
After the heat and dust at home it was 
nice to see the green grass and crops here, 
lovly roses in great abundance, and many 
choice semi-tropical plants. So far we have 
not had a hot day; mercury 70 to 72 each 
morning and 80 to 8 in the middle of the 
day, and a good gulf breeze all the time. 

Mr. Hale’s’ peach orchard contains 
100,000 trees of fruiting size, divided by 

Avenues and streets aggregating sixteen 
miles in length. Since the 1st of Febru- 
ary the tract has been plowed twice and 
harrowed and cultivated many times. 
Within the past month two tons of cow 


of trees. Single plows are worked next 
to the trees, and cultivators between 
the rows of peas. This will be contin- 
ued a while and then the trees will be 
given a rest. The owner writes that it 
is worth $77,000,000 to look over such 
an orchard, even if there ia,no fruit on 
it. 

His nursery siock has been very suc- 
cessful this year. He has about 1,000,- 
000 trees on‘fifty acres of land—peach, 
plum, pear and apple, and they are all 
grown and propagated by negro boys, 
“who knew nothing of the art of budding 
and grafting two years ago. ‘The super- 
intendent estimates that ft will require 
75,000 feet of lumber to make shipping 
boxes for the trees which will be sent 
away this year. As much more will be

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Everybody knows the importance of an 
opinion én each supreme courc case, giving 
the reasons on which the case is decided. 
These opinions should be written slowly and 
Carefully, lest they be imperfect and by 
their imperfections and uncertainties pro- 
duce more litigation. With so few judges 
to write so many opinions, the court is 
obliged, in most cases at present. to simply 
decide a case by head notes, without giving 
opinions. The consequent injury to the 
particular litigant is comparatively trifling. 
But the injury done the public by the un- 
certainty of the law, caused crude or 
hurried decisions without opinions, is tncal- 
eulable, 53 

Not only does the court hear argument 
in each case, but they meet for consulta- 
tion, read the records, make up the judg- 
ments, and each also submits to the full 
court. when written, his opinions, which 
are revised and corrected till they meet the 
apvroval of all. 

But where there are so few judges in 
proportion to ¢the number of cases. it is 
impossible for them to do the work as 
thoroughly and well, : 

Cmparatively little of the time of these 
judges is spent in hearing argument. By 
far the greater labor is in reading the 
record, discussing and decid’n¢e the cases, 
preparing head notes and opinions, and in- 
vestigating legal authorities,

The Silver Question Not Settled. 

“What has that democratic congress so far 
done for the people? The first matter con- 
sidered was the financial one. What should 
or could be done on the silver question? We 
had pledged ourselves against the makeshift 
Sherman law, and in favor of both gold and 
silver as the standard money of the coun- 


try. By an agreement arrived at be-

About the Tariff. 

“With our great struggle for tariff 
reform you are fdmiliar. Thirty years oi 
class legislation had built up in this coun- 
try large trusts, large monopolies and large 
combinations of capital. All these inter- 
ests were arrayed aganst us, and, in the 
bitter conte;t through which we passed, 
were eamestly and actively aided by a 
compact republican minority. All that 
wealth, all that energy and all that great 
intelligence and capacity could do, was 
daily and hourly done to defeat the cause 
of the people. Under these conditions our 
progress was slow. The house framed and 
passed a tariff bill. This went to the sen- 
ate. After a long and tedious struggle the 
senate passed this bill with amendments. 
The house was not satisfied with the 
amendments; the bill went to conference 
for more than a month. With daily meet- 
ings the conference failed to reach an 
agreement. Finally the question was pre- 
sented in such fashion that we must either 
accept the senate amendments or have no 
bill, thus permitting the odius McKinley 
law to remain upon the statute book. When 
we were convinced such was the true situ- 
ation we did not hesitate a moment; we 
accepted the senate amendments and so 
the bill became a law. 


“This bill is not all we i hoped 
fer; it contains provisions we  de- 
plore, provisions which the house, by 


a \separate bill, immediately repealed, and 
yet, taken as a whole, it goes further in the 

rection of relief to a tax ridden people 

an any bill that has been considered in 
any congress since the war. Its reduction 
of rates are greater than those proposed 
in either of the Morrison bills or in the 
Mills bill. It places wool, copper, tin, lum- 
ber, salt, binding twine, bags and bagging, 
agricultural implements, and many other 
articles on the free list. In nearly every 
schedule there are large reductions. In the 
iron, steel and woolen schedules there are 
many reductions exceeding 75 per cent. 
On the basis of the importation of 1892 
and 1893 on woolen manufactures alone 
there is a reduction to the consumer of 
more than $163,000,800. On cotton, on felts, 
on common velvets, and on hundreds of 
other articles the reduction is greater than 
50 per cent. The bill places a tax on sugar. 
A large majority of the democrats in the 
house opposed this, and as the bill passed 
the house sugar, in all its forms, was 
niade free. (Great applause.) 

“The cane grower got no aid from 
from the government; the sugar trust got 
no aid from the government, The bill, as 
it became a law, places an ad valorem of 
40 per cent on sugar, leaves the sugar re- 
finer a little more than one-half what he 
got under the McKinley law, and repeals 
the bounty of 2 cents a pound. This pro- 
vision will pay $40,000,000 into the treasury, 
and save the $12,000,000 we paid last year 
as bounty. The bill contains a provision 
imposing a tax of 2 per cent on all incomes 
in excess of $4,000. 

It Is a Good Bill. 

‘Tt have thus outlined merely’ the 
provisions of this great reform meas- 
ure. It strikes at trusts and monopo- 
lies. It reduces the cost of the necessaries 
of life. It, to some extent, Opens our mar- 
kets at home, and enlarges our market 
abroad. It promotes agriculture; it en- 
courages manufacturing, and it will add to 
the comfort of millions of our fellow citi- 


zens. (Applause.) 

“We voted upon a proposition to re- 
peal the tax upon the _ circulation 
of state bank currency. 1 be- 
lieve that our people would derive 
more immediate benefit from the repeal 


of that law than from almost any other 
legislation that could be had. Against us 
on the question were found many demo- 
crats, all the republicans, and all the popu- 
lists; a majority thus constituted defeated 
our efforts and the repeal bill failed. This 
question is sot settled.” (Great applause.) 

Mr. Crisp exhibited some samples of la- 
dies’ dress goods, goods for men’s suits 
and overcoats, showing the prices per yard 
under the McKinley bill and the prices 
under the new law. For instance, he show- 
ed a sample of cashmere for ladies’ dresses 
which sold for 68 cents a yard under the 
McKinley law and for 61 cents under the 
present law. He also exhibited overcoat 
goods which sold for $2.60 a yard usder the 
McKinley law and for $1.46 under the new 
law—a saving of $1.15 a yard, 

Mr. Crisp then devoted some time to the 
income tax, creating much applause from 
the audience in his argument that the rich 
should be made to pay their just share of 
the expenses of the government. 

Speaker Crisp then continued: 

“We have repealed all federal election 
laws, Laws which permitted the interfer- 
ence of outsiders with our domestic affairs, 
and which were used only to defeat the will 
of the people. Henceforth Georgia, as well 
as every othar state, will manage elections 
in accordance with their own laws, and 
elections will be free and fair. : 

“We have passed a law which subjects to 
taxation by the states more than $600,000,000 
of money which under republican laws 
was exempt from taxation, thus relieving 
to some extent the burdens of the taxpay- 
ers. 

He Roasts the Populists. 
“We have reduced public expenditures

are new and some which are old. (Con- 
tinued laughter.) Those which are valuabie 
are not new, and those which are new 
are not valuable. (Great applawpe.) Uur 
populist friends want to buy the railroads, 
the telegraph lines, and the telephones. 
The thousands of millions of dollars neces- 
sary to do this does not stagger them. 
(Laughter and applause.) The great army 
of office holders necessary to manage and 
operate these enterprises does ndt embar- 
rass them, The populist leaders deai with 
millions as ordinary people do with dollars, 
and as for offices, they all want them.” 
(Cheers.) 

Just at this point some one is the peanut 
gallery cried ‘“‘Hurrah for Hines,” and 
several voices echoed it. 

“If you can listen to a few of the things 
this new party proposes,” said Mr, Crisp, 
“and understand its plans, then if you can 
cry hurrah for Hines I am sorry for you.’ 
At this the audience applauded loudly and 
the voice subsided. 

Then Mr. Crisp continued: 

“(This party has about a dozen members 
of congress only, and yet the bills they have 
introduced in congress propose the appropri- 
ation or rather the printisg and issuing of 
two or three times as much money as there 
is in the wide, wide world. (Applause.) 


“Mr. Davis, of Kansas, proposes 
that the government shall print and 
issue about three billions of dol- 


lars to pay the mortgages of the people. 
Mr. Peffer. of Kansas, wants to print at 
once and issue $700,000,000 to lend on land. 
Mr, Kem, of Nebraska, wants to establish 
a bank in each county to lend money on 
land, and to print about $1,000,000,000 for this 
purpose. Mr. Hudson, of Kansas, wants to 
print a billion ana a half dollars to pay 
pensioners a lump equal to a sum ten times 
the annual amount of their pensions. Mr. 
Peffer, of Kansas, wants to place every 
soldier, sailor and marine of the late war 
on the pension roll, and he does not seem 
satisfied. with ordinary currency, for his 
bill provides that the money printed to pay 


the pensioners shall be ‘rectangular in 
form.’ (Laughter.) 
“Mr. Peffer proposes to expend im- 


mediately $6,300,000 for charity. Mr, Boen 
wants tne secretary of war to furnish tents 
for laboring people coming into the District 
of Columbia, and to see that their rights 
are respected. Mr. Boen also proposes to 
issue $1,Vv00,000,000 to buy railroaas, improve 
rivers and erect public buildings. Mr. Da- 
vis, of Kansas, wants to provide for the 
enlistment as fast as practicable of five 
hundred thousand men in an industrial 
army, and Mr. Boen, of Minnesoto, wants 
to appropriate $1,000,000 for the destruction, 
wherever found, of the ‘saisoli kali tragus.’ 
(Great laughter and cheering.) 

“Ail this seems very absurd, and yet these 
are propositions made or’ rfatherea by the 
leaders of the populist party. Before an 
audience like this I cannot seriously discuss 
such vagaries. The populists have entire 
control of the state government in Kansas 
and Colorado. These we have as object les- 
sons: Disorder, strife and disccrd prevail 
in both, and neither has such an aministra- 
tion as to merit or receive the respect or 
confidence of the people of the country, The 
v.ews of the populist leaders may suit 
the Coxeys and the Carl Browns of the na- 
tion, but they do not suit the south. No 
army of tramps has traversed her borders 
during this distressing year. No commu- 
nistic or socialistic ideas can long live here. 
Our state repudiates them. The people of 
Georgia are sensible and practical. They 
are governed and controlled by their com- 
rcn sense. They are coiservative and in 
principle they are democratic, To such a 
people no party can commend itself, which 
presente ideas go paternal, so ridiculous and 
so antagonistic to the views expressed by 
Jefferson, the great expounder of their 
creed.”’ (Applause.) 

A voice in. the gallery’What did Mr. 
Cleveland say about the tariff bill?’ 

‘“‘He said it was a long step in the right 
direction,’ quickly replied Mr. Crisp. ‘The 
only trouble he found with it was that it 
didn’t go quite far enough to suit his 
views.”’ 

Mr. Crisp’s ready answer brought down 
the house and there was loud and continued 
cheering. 

About State Matters. 


Then Mr. Crisp took up state matters. 

“The populists,’’ he said, ‘“‘are running a 
candidate for governor and here and there 
a candidate for the legislature. I have no 
idea they expect to elect their candidate 
for governor.’ (Laughter.) 

Then he told what the democrats had 
done for the state. 

“Does it occur to any one that the popu- 
lists have a better man to put in the govy- 
ernor’s chair than that distinguished young 
democrat whom we have nominated? (Great 
applause.) 

“We may fight a litcle among ourselves, 
but we will let no outsiders interfere. We 
have selected our candidate after a fight 
among ourselves. He is a man that no 
one has ever said aught against. He has 
occupied prominent positions in the state; 
he is a man of ability and it is the duty 
of every democrat to turn out and roll up 
a@ great majority for him. (Great ap- 
plause.) Of course, his election is assured, 
but the populists have been making a 
great noise, and if we turn out and roll up 
a large majority we will aid the democratic 
party all over the country. It will aid the 
party in other states in polling large votes 
and in electing a majority to the next house 
of representatives, which we are confident 
will be the result.” 

In concluding Mr. Crisp said: 

“The democratic party enters upon its 
contest with republicanism, and every 
other temporary issue which may present 
itself, with courage and confidence. While 
we have not done all we hoped to do we 
have done more in the past year to redress 
the wrongs of the people; we have done 
more for their relief, than was ever done 
by any party in the same length of time in 
any country under the sun. These are bold 
words, and yet I hold myself at all times 
ready to defend them. Coming into power 
at a time of panic when business was at a 
standstill, when labor was unemployed, 
when our treasury was empty, with courage 
and fidelity we entered upon a struggle 
with the enemies of the people. We emerg- 
ed from that struggle victorious in this: 

‘“‘We have repealed the McKinley law. 

“We have greatly reduced taxation. 

‘‘We have made living cheaper, 

‘‘We have made all money taxable. 

“We have taxed surplus incomes. 

‘‘We have restored freedom of elections. 

“We ‘have reduced public expenditures, 
and we have declared undying hostility to 
all trusts ard monopolies, organized for the 
oppression of the people. On these founda- 
tions we ‘build our house;’ on these issues 
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have ‘fought the good fight;’ to them we 
have ‘kept the faith,’ and of them we have 
no fears.” (Long and continued cheering.) 


Introducing Mr. Smith, 

Hon. R. L. Berner was proud to meet the 
democracy of Fulton, whose turnout gave 
the answer to the charge that they were 
Hkely to be lukewarm in the pending con- 
test. He felt it a labor of love to introduce 
the secretary of the interior, who had been 
selected for the cabinet as an expression of 
President Cleveland’s cegard for the south. 

When Secretary Smith advanced tu the 
front it was with some apparent timidity. 
“After an absence of eighteen months,” 
said he, “it would be uncandid if I did 
not express my pleasure at the greeting of 
tonight. There have been hard times dur- 
ing this period, but they are about over. It 
is the consensus of opinion in the north 
that in that return of prosperity now dawn- 
ing the south will have a large share,” 


of the past eighteen months and congratu- 
lated the south as well as Georgia, upon 
the excellent showing made. The atten- 
tion of the commercial world had been at- 
tracted, and he predicted for that section 
a period of development and marked pros- 
perity such as never before was experienc- 
ed. The Cotton States and International ex- 
position wouid prove of great assistance 
in this work, but the attention of capital 
once secured, its confidence must also be 
won, and it was, therefore, of the utmost 


| importance to the future welfare of the 


state that in the coming elecion the people 
of Georgia should show to the world that 
the wild theories of the populists had no 
foothold among them. 

Calling attentin to the experience of the 
great states of Kansas and Colorado under 
populistic rule, the secretary asked who 
would wish to see Georgia follow the lead- 
ership of a Lewelling or a Waite? Bad as 
was the record of the third party in the 
west, the crazy theories of their leaders 
in congress were enough to stagger compre- 
hension and shock the thoughtful men. 
They sought disbursements amounting in 
the aggregate to over $35,000,000,000, The 
people of Georgia could not afford to en- 
dorse such a party. The state would be dis- 
organized locally and discredited before the 
world if it appeared to have even listened 
to their impracticable theories. Few of 
their beliefs were worthy of discussion, but 
there was one which seemed to have proved 
attractive, although when carefully investi- 
gated it must be classified with their other 
theories as almost equally wild and im- 
practicable, 

The Silver Question. 

Mr. Smith referred to the free and un- 
limited coinage of silver, at the ratio of 16 
to 1, by the United States alone, and de- 
clared it to be a plan utterly at variance 
with sound business principles and fraught 
with incalculable evil. He did not wish his 
position misunderstood. He was a thor- 
ough bimetallist, strong in his faith, and 
no one could be more unalterably opposed 
to the adoption of a single gold standard. 
Such a course would bring about a con- 
traction ef the currency calculated to crip- 
ple industries and to lessen the demand 
for supplies. The injury inflicted by a 
Single standard currency had been recently 
demonstrated abroad, and the evil effect 
had been felt here upon the products of 
this country raised for foreign consump- 
tion. He believed these evil effects could 
be lessened by preserving the present per 
capita of currency, but where three-fourths 
of our great cotton product goes abroad, 
three-fourths of the injury could not be 
reached except by the success of bimetal- 
lism in the places of consumption. 

Without following Mr. Smith through the 
long array of reasons in favor of a settle- 
ment of the silver question by international 
agreement, he can be summed up thus: 

Three-fourths of the cotton crop of the 
country is for export to other lands. The 
same is true relatively of our other crops. 
Our manufactures are likewise to find a 
market abroad. Since, then, three-fourths 
of our customers live in foreign lands, it is 
important for us that the governments of 
these people should adopt the free and un- 
limited coinage of silver. This will ena- 
ble their subjects to become better buyers 
of our wares. ‘Therefore, we should work 
for that phase of silver remonetization 
which will bring the whole world within 
its circle. There is no use in. legislating 
for the production of anything, unless we 
legislate at the same time broad enough 
to make buyers for these products. 

“T do not believe,” said he, “that free 
coinage by the United States alone would 
be wise. It would be ruinous to the busi- 
ness interests of the country. The ‘condi- 
tion of the people of the world determines 
the market for cotton and fixes the price 
therefor. You are, therefore, interested 
in the condition of those who buy and use 
your cotton.” 

Mr. Smith then spent a half hour telling 
about the first mint in 1793, the coinage of 
silver at the ratio of 15 to 1; its stoppage in 
1806 and resumption in 1835 at a ratio of 
16 to 1. The entire purpose of his argu- 
ment was to treat gold as the standard of 
value and silver simply as a subsidiary 
commodity, like copper or nickel. In read- 
ing the democratic platform he insisted 
that the silver dollar would have to have 
in it double its present weight so as to 
correspond to the bullion value of gold. 
Never once did he allude to the value of 
the act of coinage, to the stamp of the 
government, nor to the standing of the 
overnment. 

. Taking up the charge that 
silver had been demonetized in 1873, Mr. 
Smith controverted it by saying that its 
coinage was only suspended; that during 
the eigthy years prior to 1873 there had been 
coined but $8,000,000 of silver, while since 
that time over 3500,000,000 have been coined. 

“The blows . at silver came from the 
other side of the water,” said Mr, Smith. 
He then gave a detailed account of the 
demonetization of silver in Germany, Den- 
mark, the northern countries, Holland, the 
Latin union, etc., and lastly in India. With 
silver thus debased, there were those who 
asked the United States to hold the whole 
burden of maintaining silver. 

“It is not good democracy,” said Mr. 
Smith, in another place, “to dodge behind 
popular feeling. There is a man in the pres- 
idential chair who loves you too well to 
reach your hearts by such methods.” 

The most remarkable break made by Mr. 
Smith was when he stopped once, and 
thanked the audience for its remarkable 
silence, taking it to himself that it was 
an evidence of the deep interest they were 
taking in his remarks. If silence means 
interest and appreciation, then Mr. Smith 
has just caused to be proud of the atten- 
tiom which was bestowed ‘upon him. 

Different Kinds of Money. 

‘Mr. Smith described the eight different 
‘kinds of money now used in this country, 
and maintained that the instarit any one of 
these went to a premium it would become a 
commodity for private sale and contrac- 
tion would follow, but by preserving them 
upon an equality, and by an'increase equal

fe especially urged the repeal of the 10 
per cent tax on state banks, as a remedy 
within the control of the United States, 
of great value, but did not venture into an 
explanation as to why President Cleveland 
did not use the same effective methods to 
have the tax repealed as he did to have 
the Sherman act repealed. 

He sketched the history of silver coinage 
in the United States, and deduced from it 
several conclusions which he held to be ir- 
resistible. First, the people of the United’ 
States have the use of seventy times as 
much silver, as money of full legal ten- 
der, at present, as they had before 1873 
Second, the depreciation in the value of 
Silver is due to causes other than its 
treatment in the United States. It is, there- 
fore, evident that silver at a ratio of 16 to 
1, if unlimied coinage was attempted in this 
county, must either flood our mints with 
enormous quantities of silver, which would 
at once depreciate the value of our money, 
or it would be coined only in reasonable 
Quantities, and then could not substantial- 
ly affect the mercantile value of the bul- 
lion throughout . the world.

Financial Gossip. 


From The New York Stockholder. 
Speculation ruled dull Wednesday with a 
reactionary tendency in some directions, 
but no special pressure to sell long stocks. 
in point of fact offerings were moderate 
considering that prices have risen about 
10 per cent without corresponding improve- 
ment in general business and largely in 
anticipation of gains in the volume of 


‘ trade which have as yet not fully material- 


ized. 

As the short interest has been materially 
reduced, thereby removing an important 
basis of manipulation, it is likely that the 
course of prices will be shaped by earnings. 
Many stocks have accumulated on the belief 
that the improvement which began with 
the settlement of the tariff question will 
continue. If it does, manipulators will use 
it as a basis of realization. 

Trade had been at a standstill for months 
before the tariff bill became a law. Mer- 
chants having no foundation to work on 
could do no business. All this was changed 
when it became evident that the bill was to 
pass. Orders were filled which had been 
in abeyance since spring. The rush came 
all at once and it is that which has swelled 
earnings, bank clearings and created a 
g@omewhat better demand for money. 

Another contributing factor to increasing 
railway revenues has been a large wheat 
tonnage, which in August was the heaviest 
on record for that month. It also .shows 
how corn roads had an entirely different 
experience, as they handled of this cereal 
the smallest August tonnage in years. 

Earnings reported Wednesday reflected 
in the main the improvement noticeable 
since returns began to compare with the 
lean period of 1893. A noteworthy gain was 
reported by Louisville and Nashville, $63,000 
for the fourth week in August, which re- 
flects the progress making by the south. 
For the same period Missouri Pacific had 
an increase of $57,000, showing that this 


road was benefited by the large wheat ton- 


nage of last month. 

Kansas and Texas reported for the fourth 
week in August an increase of $84,000, an- 
other reflection of the mending conditions in 
the southwest. This is likewise true of 
Texas Pacific which for the like period in- 
creased $26,932. Norfolk and Western, too, 
benefited by the improvemtnt in the general 


situation, gaining the fourth week $43,333. 
In the case of Denver and Rio Grande an 


increase of $39,300 is due to the greater ac- 
tivity of western mining centers.

EW YORK, September 7.—The bears 
tn on top and much of the news was 
unquestionably in their favor. Liverpool 
was less active at some decline. The of- 
ficial advices from Manchester were less 
cheerful. The weather at the south on the 
whole was favorable. Many private re- 
ports have been received from Texas during 
the last twenty-four hours of a distinctly 
favorable character. Compared with last 
year, at least, the receipts at the ports 
make a large exhibit. There is no activity 
in the actual cotton, and at Memphis and 
Augusta prices were a shade easier. The 
receipts at the interior towns were esti- 
mated at 15,000 bales, against 8,695 last 
week, and 11,496 this week last year. The 
rainfall in most sections of the south dur- 
ing the present week has_ been light, and 
picking, and marketing has und¢ubtedly 
been facilitated by the cessation of exces- 
sive rains. The sentiment of the cotton 
exchange is, on the whole, bearish. Room 
traders now and then take the long side for 
a turn. but easily become discouraged, and 
most of the large operators incline to the 
view that prices must sooner or later seek 
a smaterially lower level. The last Arkan- 
sas state crop report is’ favorable. Esti- 
mates of 9,000.000 bales as tne probable 
yield are more frequently heard than any 
other figure. At the same time there are 
some operators here who believe that cotton 
is too low. They believe that it is illogical 
to lay so much atress on the fact that 
receipts at the ports are larger than at 
this time last year. If the bears, ite 4 
insist upon estimating the yield at 9,000,000, 
their comparisons should be made with the 
season when 9,000,000 bales were last rais- 
ed, that is, the crop year of 1891-92. The 
receipts during the past week were only 
38,185 bales, which may look large in com- 
parison with the receipts of 27,467 for the 
same week last year, but they look small 
when compared with receipts of 97,085 
for the corresponding week of 1891-92, a year 
in which the-crop was 9,045,000. So, too, 
these interior receipts are small in com- 
parison with those of the local operators, 
discouraged by the decline in Liverpool and 
clear weather at the south, sold, but the 
decline was partly due to the hammering 
by operators who had been short for some 
time past. Prices dropped .wt points, then 
recovered slightly and ended steady. The 
trading was light, and is likely t6 be until 
the receipt of the government crop report

Western Grain Tonnage in August. 


From The New York Daily Stockholder. 
August, 1894. broke all records for the 
movement of wheat in that period. The 
harvest in the southwest was early. It 
was also productive of far greater results 
than expected. Winter wheat in quantity 
and quality is one of the best crops of «the 
kind we have ever raised. The recent big 
movement told the story better than any 
words could do. A year ago farmers were 
free sellers at what were considered utterlv 
unremunerative prices. This season with 
the price 10 cents a bushel ‘lower thev have 
sold more freely than ever before. though 
of course it is still claimed that the wheat 
shows them no profit. Undoubtedly neces- 
sity and hard times are partly resvonsible 
for the selling. Else how explain the enor- 
mous movement at the lowest prices ever 
recorded? The former in August so far as 
Chicago is concerned, was nearly all of 
winter wheat. Receinvts of svring there 
were practically nil. Yet at this verv time 
Minneapolis and Duluth are experiencing 
the same thing as Chicago did last month, 
large rece'pts of spring wheat desnite low 
prices, 4,200 cars coming to those points lest 
week as against 1,100 in the corresponding 
period a year ago.

The Chicago figures show that receipts of 
wheat at 10,311,400 bushels were the largest 
for that month in four years and exceeded 
August, 1893, by over 8,000,000 bushels. It 
was the other way with corn, of which re- 
ceipts were the smallest in four years. 
The latter figures are the best index to the 
crop situation, outside of the high price. 


| Only 4,092,248 bushels came to Chicago in 


August, whereas a year ago with a crop 
of 1.600 millions just ahead neariv 9,000,000 
were received, in °92 about 7,000,000, in ‘91 
against nearly 9.000,000. But this year the 
crop ahead is believed to be not over 1,500, 

bushels, with the chances favoring a 
emalier yield on accoynt of heavy damage 
in the surplus states of Iowa. Kansas and 
Nebraska. Oats moved very freely, Chicago 
receipts at 8.933.064 bushels being the largest 
for four years and comparing with over 
8,500,000 in August, 1893. The minor cereals 
require no comment except that they made 
total receipts at Chicago 23.825.965, an in- 
crease of a little over 4,000,000 compared 
with the 1898 record. Receipts of flour in- 
creased 28,326 barrels. Live stock tonnage 
reflects last month’s panicky marketing of 
hogs by farmers frichténed at the failure of 
the corn crop. Receipts of hogs at Chicrzo 
were the largest In four years at 625.833

Second in the list 
of favorable exhibits is that of the Chicago 
and Eastern Illinois, which handles other 
tennage than coal. rince tte deliveries at 
Chicago last month were 1,716,700 bushels in 
excess of the corresrondifie period in '93. 
Alton increased 1.°60,222 and the Wabash 
1.260,895 bushelx. The latter completes the 
list of material gains: In the list of de- 
erences Rurlineton leads. thhavine brought 
to Chicago nearlv 2.000.000 bushels less grain 
and flour than in August. 189%. Northwest 
comes next with a lose of 1.206.877 bushels. 
while Rock Teland is third with 2 decrease 
of 1.107.970. In each case the falling off was 
due to a lieht corn tonnage. St. Paul's de- 
erease was 765.976 bushels at Chicago. ht 
it brought to Milwaukee nearly 1.500.000 
more than a year ago. It will be interesting 
to atudv the crop movement after the rush 
of spring wheat is over. The big move- 
ment of winter wheat is ended. A short 
corn crop is bound to play an important 
part in the situation.

At the last meeting of the association a 
resolution was passed providing that any 
ene could, upon the payment of $1, have 
their name inscribed’on the memorial tab- 
let which will be put in the walls of the 
new ward. The ladies decided yesterday that 
it would be well to go a little further in 
this direction and a resolution was passed 
@o the effect that any person could, upon 
the payment of the sum of $100, have the 
privilege of naming a cot in the new ward 
tor any relative or friend to whom they 
wished to erect a memorial. Several ladies 
signified their intention of taking one of 
these memorial cots. Any person wishing 
to secure one of them should communicate 
with Mrs. R. J. Lowry, who is chairman 
of the committee having this matter in 
charge. 

Mrs. Howk, the matron of the hospital, 
made a report to the meeting in which she 
said that a number of sheets, pillow cases, 
gowns and other articles were needed at 
the hospital. The ladies very promptly do- 
mated the required articles. 

Mrs. Grady, chairman of the committee 
on delicacies, reported that her committee 
had been reguiarly supplying the patients 
at the hospital with what they needed in 
delicacies. The matron reports to Mrs. Gra- 
Gy each day what is required in that line, 
and Mrs. Grady calls upon the ladies for 
what they have agreed to furnish, and then 
gends the donations to the hospital. 

The literary committee made a _ report 
through its chairman, Mrs, D. Hobbs, Mrs. 
Hobbs stated that ‘her committee was fur- 
nishing the patients at the hospital with 
geome good reading matter. She also report- 
ed that each of the daily papers had do- 
nated a subscription of their paper to the 
hospital. : 

Mrs. W. A. Hemphill, chairman of the 
committee on religion, reported that her 
committee was making good progress in 
that direction. The clothing committee, 
through its chairman, Mrs. M. Rich, also 
made their report. Mrs. Rich reported that 
her committee had secured a large amount 
of clothing and had given to the needy 
ones at the hospital. If there are any per- 
sons in the city having cast-off clothing for 
which they have no use if they will inform 
Mrs. Rich of the fact, she will seud for 
it and it will be furnished to those who 
need it. ; 

Mrs. E. L. ‘Connally, chairman of the 
fioral committte, reported that she had met 
the commissioner of public works, Captain 
Dave’ Wylie, and the councilman from the 
sixth ward, and that they had agreed to 
have the grounds surrounding the hospital 
graded so that the committee could have 
th-m soded. This committee also intends 
to plant shade trees on the ground. These 
trees will be planted on Arbor day, which 
bas been set for the first Saturday after 
Thanksgiving. It is proposed to have .all 
the school children in the city to partici- 
pate in the exercises on that day. The flo- 
ral committee meets on Monday, Wednes- 
day and Saturday of each week at the hos- 
pital, and any flowers sent to the committee 
on the day of the meeting before 11 o'clock 
in the morning will be thankfully received 
and they will serve to brighten up the sick 
rccums of the hospital. 

The meeting was a most interesting one 
throughout and the ladies were greatly en- 
couraged by the reports of the various com- 
niittees. A number of new members were 
received at the meeting. The work of the 
association since its inception has resulted 
in an incalculable amount of good to the 
inmates of the hospit!.

MAYOR GOODWIN IS SATISFIED OF IT 


The Mayor Writes an Interesting Card. 
Then Mr. Luther Writes the Mayor, 
and the Matter Is Settled. 


Mr. D. E. Luther, who is a candidate for 
council in the second ward, did not scatter 
cards to voters in Trinity church during 
Sunday school, or any other time, asking 


for votes. ‘ 

That question {s certainly setfled in a cor- 
respondence which his passed between Mr. 
Luther and Mayor Goodwin, and which is 
printed in The Constitution. 

As is well known, Mayor Goodwin a day 
or two ago gave to the public a card ask- 
ing them to vote for Mr. Day, one of the 
candidates in that ward for councilman. 
That card called for the adverse criticism 
of more than one of the other candidates 
who are in the race in that ward, and there 
was some salty talk among them about the 
mayor's card. 

In The Journal yesterday afternoon Mayor 
Goodwin published a reply to what had 
been said about his card and in it asserted 
that Mr. D. E. Luther had taken occasion 
to distribute in the Trinity Sunday school 
cards or slips asking for votes. This as- 
serted actidn on the part of Mr. Luther the 
mayor condemned roundly. 

After The Journal made its appearanve 
Mr. Luther’s attention was directed to the 
card and he at once wrote a reply, in 
which he took the mayor severely to task 
asserting that the charges made by the 
mayor were not true and that the minute 
never Was when they might be called true. 
The card was sent to The Constitution for 
publication, but later in the evening the 
friends of Mayor Goodwin und Mr. Luther 
brought them together, as 1 were, and tne 
whole matter was explained to the satisfac- 
tion of both gentlemen. So satisfactorily 
was it explained that Mr. Luther’s letter 
was withdrawr|a and a correspondence which 
passed between Mayor Goodwin and Mr. 
Luther waz substituted. 

The first letter of the correspondence was 
from Mr. Luther to Mayor Goodwin, and 


read: 

“Atlanta, Ga., September 7.—Hon. John 
B. Goodwin. Dear Sir: 1 am very much sur- 
prised in reading the evening paper to find 
that in explaining your position regarding 
the race tor council in the second ward 
that you should make the charge that you 
do, accusing me of passing cards or slips 
in or after Sunday school in any church, on 
any Sunday, with reference to political af- 
fairs. I have too much respect for the 
Lord’s day and for His house to debauch 
it in such a way. You have been misin- 
formed on the subject, and I trust you will 
make correction. Yours truly, 

“D. E. LUTHER.” 
To this Mayor Goodwin replied: 
“September 7.—Mr. D. E. Luther. Dear 

Sir: I have your note advising that the 
paragraph in my card of this date as indl- 
cated by you was based on error and mis- 
information, and on fully considering the 
matter with you, I am now absolutely sat- 
isfied that no such incident occurred and 
that circumstances were misconstrued and 
misapplied, and while I acted in good faith 
on the circumstances reported tq me, re- 
gret.more than you possibly can the error 
and mistake made, and gladly join in with- 
drawing the portion of said card referring 
to you. It is a pleasure to make this cor- 
rection in justice to you, and esteem you, 
as heretofore; as a friend. Very respect- 
fully, JOHN B. GOODWIN.” 

Mr. Luther gave the last letter of the 
correspondence, and it was: 

“Atlanta, Ga., September 7.—Hon. John 
B. Goodwin. Dear Sir: Yours received, 

iving your explanation in regard to in- 
abseey J A received on which you based 
your card in the evening paper. I am per- 
fectly satisfied you acted in good faith 
and intended to do me no injustice, and 
accept with pleasure your ‘explanation.

FOUR OF A KIND. 


A Run of Bad Ones in the Criminal 
Court Yesterday Morning. 

Kate Racker, the ‘‘daughter of the reg- 
iment,” and Gracie Hasty were acquitted 
yesterday morning in Judge Westmoreland’s 
court of the charge of retailing whisky 
without a license. 

And the main cause of the action of the 
jury was the fact that two of the state’s 
main witnesses admitted having served in 
the chaingang, one of them declaring that 
he had lost count of the times, and that 
now he had become so accustomed to such 
bad treatment that he didn’t ming being 
put in jail. 

Kate Racker is a woman with a history 
of considerable length and rather varied 
hue.

she usually kept a supply of whisky on 
hand. For retailing whisky without a li- 


cence Kate has served one term in jail, and 


she was arrested about two months ago on 
the game charge. At the same time Gracie 
Hasty was arrested. 

They succeeded in giving bond and yes- 
terday both were tried before judge West- 
moreland. 

There -was at first a possibility that a 
conviction would be the result of the testi- 
mony introduced by the state. But that 
was quickly dissipated when the character 
of the main witness was investigated 
through the witness’s own testimony.

A QUEER MADAME, 


The Identity of Madame California 
Disclosed in Court,

And stranger than all the phy- 
sician admitted that he was Madam Cali- 


fornia. 


Madame California is the fictitious name 
which for quite awhile has cloaked the 
identity of the physician in question, and 
thig fact was t generally known until 
yesterday when, the truth was brought out 
before Commissioner Broyles. 

For a long, long while clever and catchy 
newspaper advertisements have been reg- 
in the Atlanta papers, 
signed ‘‘Madame California.’’ The paid an- 
nouncements, advertise a wonderful medical 
discovery, and asked that people who de- 
sired to purchase it communicate with Mad- 
ame California, care mail carrier No. 14, 
Atlanta, Ga. It is needless to-say that this 
notice attracted no small amount of atten- 
tion, and that Madame California’s mail 
was greatly in excess of that of the ordi- 
nary mortal. 

She carried on business for quite a while 
without attracting any public notice outside 
of the current of her @aily transactions. 
But finally the advertisement caught the 
eye of watchful Postoffice Inspector Jones. 
In it he thought he saw a direct violation 
of the postal laws, and he determined to 
make a full investigation. 

He thought out a plan by which the mad- 
ame, whoever she might be, could be eaught 
up with. He wrote a cunningly devised let- 
ter to the madame, telling her that he want- 
ed to purchase her famous discovery, and 
signed to the letter*«the name of a lady. 
The letter was mailed in the postoffice at 
Marietta, and was duly received by Madame 
California at Atlanta.

‘SAID SHE TESTIFIED TO A FALSEHOOD 


Bailiff MoConnell’s Testimony Controvert- 
~~ gd Mrs. Panneli’s—He Simply 
Did ite Duty 


The case of the state against Lije Chester, 
which was before Judge Westmoreland 
yesterday morning, ended in @ fashion 
‘ gomewhat sensational. 

Chester was on trial charged with larceny 
from the house, and in the case there was 
a technical point involved which would 
mean either his conviction or his release, 
just as the testimony went. 

During the morning session it looked bad 
for Chester, as the evidence for the state 
was then going on. The main witnesses for 
the state weré W. A. Pannell and Mrs. W. 
A. Pannell, Kis wife. The property involved 
was some that’ was alleged in the warrant 
to have belonged to the firm of Pannell & 
Co., which does a grecery business on 
Marietta street. 

Upon this point hinged the outcome of the 
trial. 

When Mr. Pannell was put on the stand 
he testified that the property stolen be- 
longed to him, and when Mrs. Pannell went 
upon the stand she testified as to what was 
stolen.

Immediately after court con- 
vened for an early afternoon session At- 
torney Carter, who was Chester's attorney, 
asked permission to have Mrs. Pannell re- 
turn to the stand, as he had omitted several 
questions which were of the utmost, impor- 
Mrs. Pannell was 
placed upon the stand and’ cross-examined 
for the second time. 

“Did you have any conversation with 
Mr. McConnell in regard to the case?’ 
asked the lawyer. 

The witness replied that she had not. 

“Didn’t he tell you what your husband 
had said?’’ was the second question, 

Again ‘Mrs. Pannell answered in the nega- 
tive. 

She was then asked if she had talked 
with anybody about the case and replied 
that she had not. The witness was then 
requested to retire from the stand. 
Solicitor Thomas’s Bailiff Was Sworn. 

Hardly had Mrs. Pannell descended from 
the witness stand when Chester's attorney 
said that it was his intention to swear Mr. 
McConnell, solicitor Thomas’s bailiff. 

Bailiff McConnell was sworn and when 
asked if he had not had a conversation 
with Mrs. Pannell in regard to the case, re- 
plied that he had spoken to her of it, and 
he was permitted to explain the entire cir- 
cumstance. No burden was attached. to 
his actions, as everything done by him was 
legitimate and sanctioned by the court. 

He stated that he had gone out into the 
hallway to ask Mrs. Pannell in regard to 
the property taken and to find out from her

The warrant was in 
such shape as to force the state to prove 
that the goods belonged to Pannell & Co., 
while Mr. Pannell’s testimony was that it 
belonged to him.

The bailiff then retired and was about to 
enter the courtroom, when Mrs, Pannell 
called him and asked if that was the way 
her husbahd testified. Bailiff McConnell re- 
plied that it was and returned to the court- 
room. 

The Judge’s Disapprobation. 

Judge Westmoreland did not permit the 
case to be considered by jury, but directed 
that the prisoner be released at oncé. He 
directed the jury to find a verdict of not
